A proposal to change bound- 
aries of Lancaster County'^ three 
comissioner's districts was intro- 
duced by Commissioner Chaun- 
cey- Barney at the weekly board 
meeting, and a public hearing on 
the proposal was set for next 
Tuesday.

Leaflets Ask 
Free Election 


BERLIN (IB—Communist police 
sent reinforcements to East Ger- 
man cities and dispatched special 
squads to confiscate hundreds of 
thousands of leaflets demanding 
unity through free elections. West- 
ern anti-Red sources reported. 


Reports from major Soviet Zone 
industrial areas said the unrest of 
wbrkers still was growing, twith 
the Communists in some cases 
turning their headquarters build- 
ings and key factories into strong- 
points to resist possible attacks. 


The West Berlin "Free Jurists 
Investigation 
Committee" said 
that alerted Communist police 
reinforcements were sent to all 
major cities in the East Zone. 


PARTICULARLY* S T R O N G 
units were said to have been sent 
to Dresden, Chemnitz, Jena and 
Magdeburg. 


Leipzig, Halle, Alterburg, En- 
Klesdorf, Brandenburg and Hen- 
ningsdorf were described as 
other points where unrest could 
brfeak into open revolt. 


The U.S. High Commission 
newspaper Neue Zeitung said 
East German police had tight- 
erajd ^controls at all railway ter- 
mipaTs, bus stops and highway 
crossings m a search for the 
anfi-Communist leaflets. 
But many thousands of the 
leaflets explaining the Western 
foreign ministers' plan to unify 
Germany 
have been spread 
throughout the zone, and East 
Germans were reported demand- 
ing acceptance of the proposal in 
order to gain freedom from Com- 
munism. 


THE NEUE 'zEITUNG said 
Unrest had increased so much 
because of the pamphlets that 
the Communists had called off 
propaganda rallies which they 
had scheduled to praise Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov's 
unity plan. 


In Henningsdorf, outside Ber- 
lin, steel workers slowed work 
to demand unity; in the Am- 
mendorf automobile plant, work- 
ers' protests forced the release 
of a co-worker arrested for de- 
manding free elections; and in 
East Berlin's Gergmann-Borsig 
plant three workers were 
ar- 
rested as rebels. 


The newspaper also reported 
that the growing food shortage 
had added to the unrest and 
caused incidents in Leipzig and 
Brandenburg. 
Meanwhile, reports of arrests 
In the East zone mounted. The 
American-run 
radio 
station 
El AS said 15 workers were 
jailed in Efurt for demanding 
free elections.

MAYO GOT WORLD attention 
as a United States representative 
at the United Nations last Oct. 26 
when he told how the Reds 
"broke" prisoners and wrung out 
"confessions." Some of the tor- 
tures, he said, were "subtler, 
more prolonged . . . more ter- 
rible in their effects" than medi- 
eval racks and thumbscrews. 
He gave the Air Force board 
his views Monday and it was an- 


nounced that other authorities tn 
the field of medicine and justice 
will be consulted to provide a 
"rounded understanding of all as- 
pects of the cases."

THE BOARD will take full ac- 
count, the Air Force said, "of 
the mental and physical suffer- 
ing endured by many prisoners."

Forsyth, who was en route to 


St Louis for a meeting of the 
Mississippi Valley Association, of 
which he is a director said he 
will ask the organization to go 
on record against the bureau's 
plans as now set up He said he 
also has asked Nebraska con- 
gressmen to investigate 
Forsyth said the bureau has 
constructed 01 is in the process 
of constructing large networks of 
high voltage transmission lines 
into the Dakotas, Minnesota and 
Iowa to bring power from the 
generating plants to load centers 
in various areas, but no such high 
voltage network is planned for 
Nebraska and the bureau now in- 
sists it will not build it 


He said the bureau expects to 


spend $46 million on lines into 
the load centers and then use 
locally owned lines to cariy the 
power to local distubution s>s- 
tems A wheeling fee of one mill 
a kilowatt will be allowed for the 
use of locally o\vned lines, he 
said 


Forsvth said if Nebiaska, an

public power it will have to build 
lines from the load centers to the 
generating plants and will re- 
ceive no compensation or adjust 
ment in the rate for the expendi- 
tuies

The Importance of Rastovorov 


Tti* Cynic's C»rmr 


It appears now that the Kremlin would 


gladly swap a do/on of It? ordinary diplo- 
mats—if such they can be called—for the 
chance to get its hands on Yuri Rastovoiov, 
whose evanishrnent from Tokyo a few days 
ago raised such a bu?z in the embassies. 
There were immediate signs that this vet- 
eran agent, trained by no less a master than 
the late Beria himself, had fled in the di- 
rection of the United States. American of- 
ficials in the Orient had long known that 
his diplomatic assignment was only a screen 
around his real job—that of a top-level spy. 
Now they have grounds for thinking this 
high ranking officer in the So\ ict MVT), 
which run^ the major espionage networks, 
had been for an indefinite time a counter- 
spy turning Russian secrets over to Allied 
governments. 


This dch^hlful suggestion is boLstcicd by 


various facts that have leaked out. For one, 
the disappearance of the handsome a f fa file 
spy on the night of Jan. 24 obviously caught 
his fellow JUissians by surprise. This in 
itself was an outstanding achievement, and 
one well calculated, .so to .speak, lo keep 
Moscow in suspense. First they tried the old 
dodge that wouldn't fool anybody who ever 
read a cloak-and-dagger novel, saying lie 
had suffered a "nervous breakdown" and 
asking Japanese police to help find hint so 
lie could be sent home for treatment. (1 f 
there I* a nervous bieakdown a n v u h e i o iu 
the picture it is undoubtedly in Moscow). 
Next the Russians declarer* Iheir man had 
been kidnapped by U.S. agents 


"That brought into 1he open," says a U.S. 


News & World Report copyrighted article, 
"the first hint that Rastovorov, while work- 
ing as a Russian agent actually had been 
putting Soviet information into U.S. bands." 
An American officer, asked about the initial 
reports that he had escaped to American 
protection and was talking, said "It may 
have surprised the Russians but it came as 
no surprise to the American army." 


It now develops that at the time of Bcria's 


arrest, Rastovorov, who had been Jhis pro- 


logo, first sounded out American agents on 
changing sides. The \vord must have got- 
ten to his Soviet bosses, who sent an offi- 
cer of the secret police running. But his 
quarry had inn faster 


In U.S. hands, if that is where he is, the 


fugitive could force the Russians into a 
long costly overhauling of their espionage 
rings . He could for instance pinpoint the lo- 
cation of numerous secret radio sets known 
to be operating out of Tokyo. He could 
supply keys to various Soviet codes, though 
it might take time to find the one now 
being used, since the Russians are known to 
have scrapped the cut rent one the moment 
they learned of his disappearance. But what 
makes Rastovoi ov important to the Allies 
is this: 


American experts have long been con- 


vinced that the raw material gathered by 
Russian spies is excellent. But that alone 
isn't enough for their purposes. The latest 
fugitive could give the key to whether these 
spy reports go to Moscow in their "raw" 
.state or are first evaluated by trained spe- 
cialists on the ground. The difference could 
be enormous. 
American officials believe 


1hat if top spies in Tokyo had had their 
way, 
the Communists would never have 


slar ted war in Korea. They aie convinced 
that i aw, nnevaluated reports misled Mos- 
cow and Pei ping into believing America 
wouldn't fight back in Korea. 


This breakaway of a high r a n k i n g spy 


"has rocked Soviet confidence in the very 
men Moscow trained and relied on to spy 
out the top secrets of the United States," 
is the conclusion . "For a long tune to come, 
the Russians will be wondering whom to 
bcliex'e among their own spies."

To Widen Armistice Day 


Thousands now living can still remember 


—but rather sadly—the wild rejoicing on 
Nov. 11, 1918, the bonfires, the dancing in 
the streets ,the delirious relief that greeted 
the close of World War I. The cessation was 
.properly termed an armistice, but the urge 
to see it as the end o£ a war and the be- 
ginning of peace was irresistible. The beau- 
tiful dream was kept alive until 1939, and 
survived after a fashion xmtil bombs fell 
on Pearl Harbor. 


Armistice day has been celebrated yearly 


all over the United States, as a legal holi- 
day since 1938 when Congress established it 
as a day to be dedicated to thc cause of 
peace and the veterans of thc first phase of 
the continuing war. Two fearful struggles 
have since added millions of names to the 
roll of veterans, and all are honored on 


Nov. 11. To bring the designation of the 
day into keeping with this fact, Rep. Rces 
(R-Kan) prepared a measure to change it 
from Armistice day to Veterans day and 
expects to introduce it this week. 


The change of. name could take nothing 


away from the particular feeiing of the 
people for the men who in 1917 and 1918 
brought home the first realization of \vhat 
a world war can mean, of the menaces 
to peace hardly recognized until then; and 
•whose immense sacrifices opened the na- 
tion's eyes and ended forever thc dream of 
happy peaceful isolation. Those who went 
to war in 1941 and in 1950 arc all part 
of the same armed forces, with thc same 
goals in a much more complex world. Es- 
tablishing 
Veterans 
day 
would 
merely 


formalize what tins already evolved in the 
public consciousness.

It de- 
fined an "Incomplete" as indicating that 
such work as had been completed had been 
satisfactory, and that the course could be 
completed and a grade achieved tin it with- 
out re-registration. A "Failure" (1), it said, 
means that the course must be taken over 
in order to get credit.

arguments, forecasts and torrid declamations 
on this embattled topic. Every newsworthy 
Capital forum will resound with the din of 
stormy controversy, mostly partisan, over 
such vital details as taxes, employment, 
budget cutting and the deficit, public works, 
etc., etc. 


The first clashes in this explosive debate, 


that is certain to play a big role in next 
fall's congressional elections, already are 
taking place behind-the-scenes. 


Most of these melees occur at closed-door 


committee meetings, from which newsmen 
are excluded and where the senators and 
representatives feel freer to speak their 
real sentiments. Also, in every instance, the 


Eisenhower administration's economic poli- 
cies and proposals are the battleground. 


That is highly significant of the form and 


nature this "great debate" is taking. In 
turn, that means two things: 


First, that the administration's program 


is the main target. Second, that in pushing 
it, the President and his "team" face a dou- 
ble jeopardy: the risk that their "underly- 
ing economic assumptions" are sound and 
will stand the test of time and develop- 
ments, and the intensifying opposition of 
political foes.

It is wonderful how 
soon this sort of child, who 
makes a to-do over which dress 
she will be pleased to wear that 
day, forgets all about it when 
nobody looks in her direction 
after laying out her dress. A 
calm front, an air of going 
about more important business 
is a great help in this situa­ 
tion. 
There 
are 
children, 
who, 
when they learn that the life, 
the peace and the happiness of 
a home and family lie in their 
infantile hands, become arrant 
oppressors. If one can, sum­ 
mon enough calm control to 
look at this young tyrant cooly 
and say, “Wear what you like. 
Nobody cares really. It is not 
important. Better hurry along 
for breakfast. I'm leaving in a 
few minutes,” and then busy 
oneself accordingly, things will 
soon change. Not immediately, 
perhaps, but the fact that there 
are other people of importance 
in the field will, in time, regis­ 
ter in the spoiled child’s mind 
and she will behave with more 
good sense. 
A “broken” home need not 
be disastrous to the children 
who are in good hands. Sad to 
say, there are homes that are 


better 
“broken” 
t h a n 
held 
united in anger, hostility and 
unhappiness. Nobody thrives in 
a home so » disturbed. 
If the 
“break” brings peace where 
there was battle, if it brings 
relief from fear, as it does 
sometimes, so much the better 
for the children. 
If the attitude of the parent 
in charge of those who are 
holding up his hands—as is the 
role of many a grandparent to­ 
day—is one of calm acceptance, 
a m atter of course and “let’s 
go on from here,” the children 
are likely to settle down happily 
and get on with the job of liv­ 
ing. 
However, if a parent feels in­ 
adequate to the task of bringing 
up a child of a “broken” home, 
pities him, babies him, allows 
him to feel himself defrauded 
by this arrangement, that par­ 
ent or guardian will have plenty 
of trouble managing a spoiled 
child. A little common sense, 
a little faith in the ways of life, 
can overcome much. 
Things are as serious to us as 
we make them. Trouble falls 
on us all but it need not dwell 
with us and we need not be too 
sad about it too long.

Are Bill's Troubles Blocks or Books? 
Cornhusker' Coach to Up Scholastic Standards

The Nebraska football squad, plagued by an unhappy 
attritioli of players year after year, suffers as an innocent, 
if not incidental victim of a University-wide problem that 
is bigger than athletics: 


Too many boys that come out of Nebraska's high 
schools are too poorly prepared scholastically for college 
and do too poorly at college studies. Some .flunk. Others 
attain averages too low to maintain football scholarships. 
If Nebraska high school graduates were better 
grounded in English, for example, there would be more 
and 
better football 
material 
available—and for four rather 
than two years—at NU. 


There would also be less waste 


of money used for athletic schol- 
arships and the dollars that are 
allocated to this purpose would 
travel further. 
• 


The attrition rate for football 


players is no worse or no better 
than the attrition rate of the 
rest of the men not playing foot- 
ball at the University. 


TOO 
MUCH* *TIME 
AND 
MONEY are going to brine in 
high school football stars only 
to have them fail university 
standards and flunk school. This 
has caused a huge manpower 
shortage on the football squad. 
This high rate of "drop-outs" 
is as true of the entire student 
body as it is with the football 
squad. 


For the University as well as 
for the football squad only about 
45 per cent of the entering stu- 
dents will graduate. From the 
lower quarter of entering classes, 
where many of the high school 
stars are located, the chance for 
survival is just one in 10. 


And the biggest rate of at- 
trition comes in the first year 
"when three of every ten stu- 
dents 
entering the 
University 
drop out, irminly due to schol- 
astic difficulties.

a ready target for a strong wind. 
"It's a matter of using some 


horse sense and getting off -the 
lake if the wind comes up."

Fisheries Division of the eom- 
misclon which also handle* boat 
recuUtioni. The conuninton. at 
a recent meeting, emuhasited 
that one third of the side of a 
boat should be above the water- 
line at the middle ofHh* craft, 
when loaded. 


If this is reduced the boat is 


overloaded and dangerous, the 
commission said, especially on 
reservoirs. 
: 


There are about 30 reservoirs 
in Nebraska, Foster said. 


Another danger of boating, he 


said, is "some made metal boats." 
He said many persons take metal 
craft without air tanks onto a 
lake. 


For safety, he said, metal boats 


should have tanks full of com- 
pressed air to -keep them afloat 
if they should capsize or draw 
water t\am high winds.
